Minneapolis Tribune which story carried the headline, 
Poli ce Ar res t 19 a t libra e of As I read with 

horror and disgust the details as reported by the writer 
of the article I wondered to myself whether, this really could 
happen in 1970 in the United States or whether this was a 
report from a 1930 T s German newspaper with the names and 
description of circumstances slightly changed. 

X noticed that Congressman Fraser is said to be planning 
i:o ask your office and the United States Justice Department to 
investigate. I heartily endorse this suggestion and further 
ask that the Grand Jury be asked to investigate the entire 
question of the use to which the police morals squad and 
tactical squad are put. 

Irrespective of the fact that a technical violation 
of the law may have occurred (and we all well know that these 
technical violations are as they should be ignored by the 
police in virtually every other instance) the storm trooper 
tactics of the department in making these arrests must not go 
xtfithout objection and investigation. I am taking the liberty 
of sending a copy of. thi3 letter to the Minneapolis Tribune 
in the hopes that other citizens concerned for basic human free 
doms will endorse this request for action.

Minneapolis police raided 
a University of Minnesota 
professor’s home Saturday 
night where a party was 
being held to raise money 
and organize a protest 
against a North Dakota an- 
tiballistic m i s s i 1 e (ABM) 
construction site. 

Nineteen' persons, includ- 
ing Matthew Stark, president i 
of the Minnesota Civil Liber- 
ties Union (MCLU), were 
arrested and charged with 
being in a disorderly house. 

Prof. David Lykken, 42, 
who. teaches psychology at * 
the university, was the host 
at the party at his home, at 
4600'' Emerson Av. S. He 
was arrested on a charge of 
operating a disorderly house. 

Those arrested were re- 
leased without bail from 
Hennepin County Jail early 
Sunday. 

According 'to a police re- 
port filed by Kenneth Tidg- 
weli, police morals squad of- 
ficer who led the raid, police 
saw a sign at the university 
advertising the party. 

Police arrived at the party 
at about 10 p.m. and pur- 
chased one bottle of beer 
with a ‘'previously marked 
$5 bill,” which was placed in 
a basket by Lykken. Another 
basket, not used to take beer 
money, had a sign which 
said, “Donations for ABM 
fund,” the report said. 

Minutes later the morals 
squad, assisted by the tacti- 
cal squad, placed all of those 
present under arrest 

L y k Ic e n ’s wife, Harriet, 
said that 16 policemen burst 
into the home and without a 
warrant seized a large 
amount of peace literature, 
private letters, and personal 
property, including some sci- 
entific papers. 

Persons who were at the 
party said that policemen, 
during the raid, made offen- 
sive remarks about the 
group’s activities. 


“This raid has a chilling 
effect on freedom of speech 
and assembly,” Lynn Cast- 
ner, executive director of 

• > the MCLU, said. MCLU has 

offered the defendants ac- 
: tive legal assistance. 

“This is the first raid in 
our community against a 
group of people gathered to 
express support for peace 
programs,” Castner said. 

MCLU maintains that no 
illegal activities took place 
. at the party. 

The purpose of the party 
. .. was to raise money for a trip 
to the Nakoma, N.D., con- 
struction site for an antibal- 
listic missile complex, where 
the group planned to pro- 
test. 

Fifth District Congress- 
man Donald Fraser called 
the raid an “outrage.” He 
said he plans to ask the U.S. 
Justice Department and* the 
Hennepin County Attorney 
to investigate the incident. 

“(This was) a political 
move on the part of those 
policemen involved,” Fraser 
said, “It is quite clear that 
they (the police) had in mind 

• the political factors of the 
party.” 

Police Chief Basil Lutz, 
who had not seen the report, 
said, “This (the raid) doesn’t 
1 seem to be anything other 
than ordinary. A disorderly 
house is a disorderly house.”

Each succeeding news story about the recent arrest of 
19 people in the home of a University Professor seems to add 
an additional obscene facet to an already chilling horror 
story. As each additional element comes to light the reader 
is overwhelmed by an irrepressible sense of rage and frustration 
compounded by the fear that his hone may bo next. 

I have written to County Attorney George Scott endorsing 
Congressman Fraser’s reported suggestion that an investigation 
be made of the incident. I have further suggested that the 
Grand Jury investigate the entire cme’stion of the use of the 
police morals squad and tactical squad. I hope that other 
concerned citizens will swell to a deafening roar the demand 
for action to. eliminate these patently unconstitutional 
practices and to establish safeguards which will insure that 
similar events will not take place in the future.
